COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS 
TWADIY-FIFPTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY, 


This being the day designated by law for the commence- 
ment of the Twenty-Fifth Legislative Assembly, the following 
members of the Council appeared. ` The organization was com- 
menced by the appointment of the Hon. José Francisco Chavez 
President pro tempore and Antonio Ortiz y Salazar, Temporary 
Clerk. 


The Hon. José Francisco Chavez read the following com- 
munication from the Hon. W. G. Ritch, Secretary of the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico, in regard to the members composing this 
Council : 


TERRITORY OF New MEXICO, 
Santa Fe, N. M., January 2, 1882. 

I, W. G. Ritch, Secretary of the Territory, do hereby cer- 
tify that, as appears from the files and records of election returns 
in this office, of the members elected to the Twenty-Fifth Session 
of the Legislative Assembly, the following named persons were 
elected as members of the Council :

On motion of Mr. W. C. Haziedine, the certificate was.re- 
ceived, and the members therein mentioned were recognized as 
members of the Council. 

Mr. J. Erancisco Chavez announced the election of President 
in order, whereupon, 

Mr. W. C. Hazledine nominated Air. Severo Baca as Presi- 
dent. and 

Mr. W. T. Thornton nominated Mr. Santiago Baca as Presi- 
dent, and the vote being taken, those who voted for Mr. Severo 

aca were Messrs. J. Francisco Chavez, W. C. Hazledine, John 
A. Miller, José Rafael Martinez, Severo Baca, Narciso Pino, Juan 
P. Romero and Santiago Baca—8 votes. | 


Those who voted for Mr. Santiago Baca were Messrs. Anas- 
tacio Trujillo, José M. Apodaca, Manuel Garcia, Antonio Joseph 
and Mr. W. T. Thornton—5 votes. 


On motion of Mr. Antonio Joseph, Mr. Severo Baca was de- 
clared unanimously elected President. 


Mr. J. Francisco Chavez nominated Mr. Antonio Ortiz y 
Salazar as Chief Clerk, and the rol! being called, those who voted 
in the affirmative were: Messrs. José Francisco Chavez, Severo 
Baca, John A, Miller. W. C. Hazledine, Juan P. Romero, José 
Rafael Martinez and Narciso Pino—7 votes. 

Those who voted in the negative were: Messrs. Santiago Baca. 
José M. Apodaca, Manuel Garcia, Antonio Joseph, Anastacio 
Trujillo and W. T. Thornton—6 votes. 


Mr. Antonio Ortiz y Salazar having received a majority of 
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the votes cast, he was declared duly elected Chief Clerk of thi 
Council. 

Mr. J. Francisco Chavez then nominated Mr. Francisco 
Montoya as Assistant Clerk, and the roll being called, the result 
was as follows:

Telles was declared duly elected Engrossing Clerk of this body. 

Mr. J. Francisco Chavez then nominated Mr. Jesus Rivera as 
Enrolling Clerk, and the roll bemg called, the result was as 
follows:

T. Thorn- 
ton. and Anastacio Trujillo—6 votes ; and there being a majority 
for Jesus Rivera, he was declared duly elected Enrolling Clerk 
for this Council. 

Mr. José Francisco Chavez then nominated Mr. Manuel Mar- 


tinez as Sergeant-at-Arms, and the vote being taken, those who 
voted in the affirmative were :

Mr. José D. Sena, having received a majority of the votes 
cast, he was declared elected Interpreter for the Council. 

Mr. J. Francisco Chavez nominated the Rev. M. Rolly as 
Chaplain, which nomination was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. José Francisco Chavez moved that a committee of 
three be appointed for the purpose of waiting upon the Hon. 
Secretary of the Territory, and invite him to be pleased to ad- 
minister the oath to the members and officers of this body. 
Which motion was adopted ; whereupon the Mr. President ap- 
pointed the following committee, to-wit : Messrs. José Francisco 
Chavez, Santiago Baca and John A. Miller; and the committee 
having retired, in the discharge of the duties assigned them, 
on motion of Mr. Manuel Garcia, the Council took a recess until 
the return of the committee. After a short interval the com- 
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mittee returned, accompanied by the Secretary ; and the Council 
being called to order, the committee reported that they had dis- 
charged the duties assigned them, and that the Hon. Secretary 
was present. Whereupon the Mr. President invited the Hon. 
| Secretary to a seat on the stand, and the roll being called, the 
members respectively subscribed their names in a book brought 
by the Secretary. This being concluded, the official oath was ad- 
` ministered to them. 

The Hon. President then tendered the thanks of the Council 
to the Hon. W. G. Ritch, Secretary, for his courtesy for his re- 

sponse to the request of the Council. i 


On motion of Mr. Manuel Garcia, the same committee accom- 
panied the Hon. Secretary to his office. 


Mr. Antonio Joseph offered the following resolution : 


Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed to inform 
the House of Representatives that the Council is organized, and 
ready to receive any communication or message that his Excel- 
lency the Governor may desire to make. 


On motion of Mr. Santiago Baca, the resolution was adopted, 
and the President appointed as said committee Messrs. Antonio 
Joseph, José Francisco Chavez and Jose R. Martinez. 


A committee from the House of Representatives was an- 
nounced and received, which, through their chairman, Mr. José L. 
Rivera, stated that the House of Representatives was organized 
and ready to receive any communication from this body. 


The Council committee returned and reported that they had 
comphed with duties assigned them. 


Mr. José Francisco Chavez introduced the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed by the Pres- 
ident to inform His Excellency the Governor of the Territory of 
New Mexico, that the Legislative Assembly of the Territory is 
organized, and ready to receive any. communication he may be 
pleased to forward, and that said committee be authorized to re- 
port on the 3rd day of January, at 10 a. m. 

On motion of Mr. Wm. C. Hazledine, the resolution was 
adopted. 

The Chair appointed as said committee Messrs. José Francisco 
Chavez, Wm. T. Thornton and John A. Miller, and instructed 
them to act in conformity with said resolution. 


On motion of Mr. José Francisco Chavez, the Council ad- 
journed until to morrow, at 10 o’clock, A. M. 
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TUESDAY, JANUARY 3, 1882. 


The Council met pursuant to adjournment, the President in the 
chair. 

The Council was called to order, and the roll being called, the 
following gentlemen were present : Apodaca, Baca, Chavez, | Gar- 
tia, Hazledine, Joseph, Miller, Martinez, Pino, Romero, Thorn- 
con, Trujillo and Mr. Pr esident. 


A quorum being present, the Council proceeded to business. 
Prayer by the Rev. M. nowy. 
The journal of January 2, 1882, was read and approved. 


The Council Committee, appointed for the purpose of inform- 
ing His Excellency the Governor that the Council was organ- 
ized, reported that they had discharged the duties assigned them, 
and were discharged. 

Mr. José F. Chavez introduced the following resolution :

military officers and Territorial, and their families, to attend the 
reading of His Excellency’s, Lionel A. Sheldon’s, message, at the 
joint session of both Houses, to be held at 2 o'clock, P. m., of this 
day. 

On motion of Mr. 8. Baca, the resolution was adopted. 


Mr. Santiago Baca introduced the following resolution : 

Rrsulved, That the Parliamentary rules that governed the last 
session of the Legislative Council be adopted as s the Parliament- 
ary rules to govern the sessions of the present Legislative Coun- 
cil, during the present session of the Council, inthe dispatch of 
business. 

On motion of Mr. J. F. Chavez, the resolution was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Wm. C. Hazledine, the officers of the Council 
were instructed to co-operate with the officers of the House, in 
arranging and preparing the Council Chamber for receiving the 
message of his Excellency the Governor. 

T e Chair announced as the committee on invitation, Messrs. 
José F. Chavez, J. A. Miller and Santiago Baca. 

On motion of Mr. J. E. Chavez, the Council took a recess un- 
til 2 o’clock, P. m., of this day. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Council met at the hour to which it took the recess, the 
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President in the chair, and the Council was called to order. 


The roll being called, and a quorum being present, the Council 
proceeded to business. , 

The committee on invitations were instructed by the Chair to 
inform the House of Representatives, that this body is ready to 
receive them in joint session. 

The committee retired, andafter a short absence returned, and 
reported that they had discharged the duties assigned them, and 
were discharged by the Chair. i 

The honorable body of the House of Representatives was an- 
nounced and received by the honorable Council and seated. 


JOINT SESSION OF BOTH HOUSES. 


The joint session was called to order by the Mr. President of 
the Council. 

The roll of both Houses was called, and all the members being 
present, they proceeded to business. 

Mr. José F. Chavez moved the appointment of a joint com- 
mittee to inform his Excellency the Governor that both bodies 
of the Assembly were assembled in joint session, and ready to re- 
ceive any messege or communication he might be pleased to 
make them. 

The motion prevailed, and the President of- the Council ap- 
pointed Messrs. Chavez and Baca, of the Council, and Santistevan 
and Easton, of the House. 

The committee retired, and after a short absence returned and 
reported that they had the honor to accompany his Excellency 
the Governor, who was received by the joint session and was tender- 
ed a seat. 


The Governor then asked leave to present the reports of the 
Territorial Auditor, Treasurer. Adjutant General and Librarian, 
which, on motion, were received. 

The Governor requested that Mr. Benjamin Read be permitted 
to read his message in Spanish. as he had translated it. Granted, 

The Governor then proceeded to read his message, which is as 
follows : f

On motion of Mr. J. Erancisco Chaves, the same committee 
that had invited his Excellency the Governor to this chamber 
were instructed. to accompany him to his office. 

The President tendered the thanks of the Assembly to his Ex- 
cellency the Governor for his courtesy in responding so prompt- 
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ly to the invitation of the two bodies, and presenting to them his 
message. . 

After his Excellency the Governor had retired, Mr. Antonio 
Joseph moved that the message of his Excellency the Governor 
be received and referred to each House separately. Adopted. 

Mr. Hazledine moved that the joint session rise, and the Pres- 
ident declared the joint session dissolved, and the members of 
the House of Representatives retired to their hall. 

The Council being called to order, the committee who accom- 
panied his. Excellency the Governor to his office returned and 
reported that they had complied with the duties assigned them ; 
whereupon Mr. Hazledine moved the committee be discharged, 
which motion was carried, and the President discharged the com- 
mittee. 

On motion of Mr. Manuel Garcia, the Council then adjourned

WHEREAS, It is rumored that attempts are being made in 
Washington by interested partics to obtain the appointment of a 
new Chief Justice of the Territory, in place of Judge Prince ; 
therefore, be it. 

Resolved, That this Council protests against any such change 
being made at present, and respectfully represent to the Pres- 
ident that the official and personal course of Judge Prince has 
been such as to secure the confidence and respect of the people 
of New Mexico, irrespective of party ; to insure impartiality 
in the selection of jurors, to clear off satisfactorily long accum- 
mulated legal business; and to bring the criminal classes to 
speedy justice, and has been characterized by learning, indus- 
try, fidelity, courtesy, public spirit and unswerving integrity, 
with resulting credit to our people and their institutions; in view 
of all which the substitution of an other judge at this time would 
be considered by our best citizens a misfoitune to the Territory. 

Resolved, That tne Secretary be directed to transmit certi- 
fied copies of these resolutions to the President and Attorney 
General of the United States. 

On motion of Mr. W. T. Thornton the rosolution was unani- 
mously adopted. 


Mr. Manuel Garcia presented the following resolution, which 
was read. 


Resolved, That the Chief Clerk of the Council be instructed to 
request the Secretary of the Territory to supply, for the use of 
the members and officers of the Legislative Council, stationery 
and other necessaries for the dispatch of business. 


On motion of Mr. Manuel Garcia. the resolution was adopted. 
The introduction of bills was declared in order. None.

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Bills and joint resolutions on second reading were declared 
in order. None. 

Bills and joint resolutions on third reading announced in 
order. None. 

The business on the President’s table declared in order. _ 

There was taken from the President’s table a communication 
from His Excellency the Governor relative to the appointment 
of the Hon. William Breeden Attorney General of the Terri- 
tory. 

Mr. J. A. Miller moved that the Council resolve itself into 
Executive Committee.

Sec. 9. When any animal or animals shall be killed or in- 
jured by the cars, locomotive, or other carriage, used on any rail- 
road line in this Territory, the owner of such animal or animals 
shall give immediate notice in writing, verified by his oath or 
affirmation, to the agent of the nearest station to the place where 
the animal or animals were killed or injured, setting forth where, 
how and when such animal or animals were injured, of what class, 
or kind they were, and the true value of the same, and if the agent 
or legal representative of the company or corporation runnin 
such railroad should not pay or deliver to the owner the true an 
just value of such animal or animals within sixty days from the 
date in which the above mentioned notice may have been served 
on the agent of the station above stated, the owner of such ani- 
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mal or animals shall receive double the true value in a suit 
against such company or corporation running such railroad, be- 
fore any justice of the peace of the precinct in which the animal 
or animals may have been killed or injured, or in the precinct 
in which such station agent shall keep his office, if the demand 
does not exceed the jurisdiction of justices of the peace in civil 
cases, otherwise the owner may bring his suit, as above stated, 
in the District Court held in and for the county in which such 
animals were killed or injured, or in which the nearest agent of 
said company or corporation has his office. 


In case that the agent or legal representative of the railroad 
company and the owner of the animal or animals, so killed or 
injured, cannot agree on a compensation to be paid for such ani- 
mal or animals, the parties, or any of them, may, at any time 
before the expiration of sixty days, submit the question of debt, 
as also of damages, to arbitrators who shall be chosen as fol- 
lows: One by the owner of the animal or animals so killed or 
injured, and one by the railroad company or its agent ; the third 
to be selected by the two so selected by the parties, and the de- 
cision of the majority of the arbitrators shall be obligatory on 
both parties, unless an appeal be taken therefrom within ten 
days after both parties may have been notified of the verdict of 
the said arbitrator,, to the District Court. Such appeal shall 
be taken in the same manner, and the same proceedings had as 
in cases of appeal from justices of the peace on trials in the Dis- 
trict Court. If the value of the animal or animals, as found by 
the jury, is not greater than the sum offered by said railroad 
company, or ifs agent, in the first place, the railroad company 
shall recover from the owner of such animal or animals, the 
costs of the arbitrators and of the appeal and trial; but if the 
value thus found exceed the sum offered by the company, or its 
agent, in the first place. then the owner of such animal or an- 
imals shall be entitled to a judgment for double the value of 
the animal or animals so killed or injured, found by the jury, 
together with costs. 


Sec. 10. All actions instituted by virtue of the preceding 
section of this act shall be brought within one year after the 
cause of action has occurred, or after this act shall take effect. 


Sec. 11. All acts, or parts of acts, in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.

Your Committee on Judiciary, to which was referred ‘An act 
to incorporate the Fathers of the Company of Jesus,” very re- 
specttully report that after an entire and careful examination of 
said act, they tind that notwithstanding what is set forth, that it 
is for the purpose of advancing the cause of education in this 
Territory, and aiding those who are employed in the good work, 
1t is impossible for them under the existing laws to report i 
favor of said act, for the reason that it would be in conflict with 
the laws of Congress, which provide that the Legislative As - 
sembly of the different Territories shall not grant private char- 
ters or privileges special. but they may by a general act of in. 
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corporation permit persons who may associate themselves to- 
gether for any of the purposes mentioned in said act, which in- 
eludes colleges, seminaries, &c., and further, for the reasons 
that an act of the same tenor was passed by the Legislative As- 
sembly, Twenty-Third Session, of the Territory of New Mexico, 
which act was disapproved by Congress, by means of an act ap- 
proved February 3, 1879, for the reason that said act was in 
direct conflict with the United States law already cited. 

Further, it is the opinion of your committee that if this act 
should pass, and should not be disapproved hy Congress, it 
would place the persons asking to be incorporated by this act in 
a doubtful and perilous position, as in questions of abatement, 
such society would acquire large quantities of real and personal 
property. and sooner or later would have to appear before the 
court as plaintiffs or defendants, when it would be necessary for 
such to pass upon the question of the legality of such incor- 
poration and the court would have to find of necessity against 
said society, and probably would cause serious loss, in conform- 
ity with the act of Congress, aforesaid. If the Legislative As- 
sembly of the Territory of New Mexico should pass a general 
incorporation act. under which this society could ask to be in- 
corporated, the society could then legally incorporate, and 
which would give it all the benefits and advantages they desire 
to obtain by this act. For the above reasons your committee re- 
commend that said act do not pass.

Those who voted in the negative were : Messrs. Apodaca, Baca, 
Hazledine, Martinez, Romero, Thornton and Mr. President. 

There was taken from the President’s table House Bill No. 91, 
“« Relative to fines imposed in the district courts,” which was 
read the first, second and third time, under a suspension of the 
rules, and passed. 

On motion of Mr. Santiago Baca, the Council took a recess 
until 3:39 o’clock P. M.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At the expiration of the recess the Council was called to order 
by the President, and a quorum being present, the Council pro- 
ceeded to business. 

Mr. Apodaca, by leave, introduced a joint resolution ‘‘relative 
to the Secretary of the Territory furnishing a copy of the laws,” 
which was read the first, second and third time, under a suspen- 
sion of the rules. 

The yeas and nays were called on the passage of the bill. 

Those who voted in the affirmative were 6 votes; in the nega- 
tive, 5. 

So the resolution was rejected. 


A committee from the House was received. who requested 
the signature of the President to House bills: Nos. 92, 86, 77, 95 
and 91. 


The President announced having signed the above mentioned 
bills. ,
